THE TRUST AGREEMENT. 


> 


PRESIDENT THOMPSON DISCOURSES ON TH 
POST-DISPATCH SCOOP. 


He Thinks Every One Who Reads the Agree- 
ment Will Conclude That the Companies 
Are not Pooled Under It— The Recent 
Election of the St. Louis Gaslight Com- 
pany—The Party in Power—Trust Divi- 
dends—The Mayor and City Counselor 
Think the Water-Gas Charter Forfeit— 
Various Opinions. 


The publication in last evening’s Post-D1s- 
Faro of the full text of the Gas Trust agree- 
ment was a great surprise to the mercantile, 
legal and political communities. The earnest 
efforts of the committee of the Municipal As- 
sembly to obtain acopy of the agreement had 
drawn public attention to it particularly. The 
fact that no Trust agreement of any 
kind had ever been allowed to reach 
the public before whetted public curiosity. 
The publication particularly astonished the 
members of the Gas Trust. It is safe to say 
that not fifteen members of the Trust are 
familiar with the Trust agreement. A ma- 


a of them signed the agreement blindly. 
hey saw that the heavy interests had gone in, 
and they went in blindly after them. ere 
were only five printed copies of the Trust 
agreement in existence. All of them 
were jealously guarded. Now, what was 
the property of five men isthe property of 
500,000. And not only is this community in- 
terested in the publication, but the great 
commercial metropolis was sufficiently in- 
terested to warrantthe New York Times in 
printing the agreement this morning. 
THE NEW YORK TIMES EDITORIALLY. 

By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

EW YORK, December 23.—The Times says 
this 21 Persistent inquiry has at last 
brought to light the agreement by which the 
three gas companies of St. Louis ceased to be 
independent corporations and became parts 
of a trust monopoly. The sole purpose 
of the combination was to compel the 
citizens of St. Louis to pay higher 
prices for gas. The stockholders of the sev 
eral companies united, and the corporations 
were permitted to remain undisturbed. But 
the effect was the same that it would have been 
if the corporations themselves had been con- 
solidated. The agreement shows, our dis- 
patches say,that each company has violated its 
charter. ith some confidence therefore the 
courts may be asked to declare these charters 
null and void. The old rivalry between St. 
Louis and Chicago may be renewed ina war 
against gas trusts. Each of the cities has one 
and each is trying to escape from the monopo- 
ly’s grasp. In which of these two cities will 
the trust scheme first come to grief?’’ 

PRESIDENT THOMPSON. 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter called on W. H. 
Thompson, President ot the Gas Trust, this 
morning to obtain his ideas of the gas situa- 
tion inthe light of yesterday’s publication. 
Mr. Thompson exhibited no emotion, although 
the publication of the Trust agreement was 
undoubtedly a surprise to him. 

‘*‘Thave not readit all through, he said, 
‘*but I glanced through it and I bave no doubt 
it is an accurate copy of the Trust agreement. 
The man who gave it to you, whoever he is, 
would take care that you got an accurate 
copy.’ 

And this agreement, you claim, is not a 
pool or partnership of the three companies?’’ 

‘*‘Certainly not; and after reading the 
agreement over Ithink you or anyone else 
will acknowledge that it is not and that it 
does not come within the scope of the law. It 
ig an agreement between stockholders of the 
three companies. There is no law to prevent 

ou and me from pooling our earnings or our 
nterests if we want to; nd 
there is no law to prevent our 2 a 
trustee to look after our joint interests. If I 
own stock in two or three banks it does not 
follow that those banks are one or that they 
are pooled. If you and I own stock in the 
same banks it does not follow thatthey are 
one. Even if I owna majority interest in 
several banks they may be distinct from one 
another.’’ 

There is nothing, then, in exisiting 
tion which would affect the status 
Trust?’’ 

‘‘Nothing thatI can see. We will probably 
have special legislation on the subject, but 
— can not affect what has already been 

one.“

American Prospectors Need Look for Little 
Profit in Them. 


Juan Otero of Santa Fe, who arrived in the 
city this morning and is at Hurst’s, remarked 
to a PoOSsT-DISPATCH reporter: One great 
mistake that Americans have made in mining 
ventures in Mexico is a too great contempt for 
Mexican skill in extracting the metal from 
the ore.

Mexican mines, viewing the great dumps 
left by the former workers, and concluding 
that U the mine could be worked profitably by 
the rude process of the Mexicans with Im- 
roved machinery a large return would come. 
nevery one of these instances large losses 
have resulted, simply from the fact that 
Americans do not know that the arastra proc- 
ess of the Mexicans can extract a greater 
rcentage of metal from ore than any other. It 

s expensive because it is slow, and but littie 
ore can be treated, but to work over an 
old arastra dump is as (foolish a 
proceeding as can well be indulged in. Mexico 
greatly needs American capital in her mines, 
and such capital will be most profitably in- 
vested if wisdom in the selection of 4 location 
is exercised, But old abandoned mines are 
not the best, although hitherto they have 
proved the most popular field for investment. 
With the single exception of a flooded/ mine, 
it can be safely predicated that a mine 
abandoned by Mexicans will yield no profit to 
Americans, and the failures that have too fre- 
quently attended mining investments in 
Mexico are due to an ignorance of this fact 
and not to a lack of mineral in the country.’?

WHAT THE FIFTH NATIONAL BANK WILL 
PROBABLY PAY ON CLAIMS. 


Receiver Stephens Makes a Plain Statement 
ef the Situation—Possibility That the 
First Dividend Will Not Be Paid in 1888 
—Suits to Be Brought Against Delinquent 
Subscribers te the New Stock—Rotten 
Management— No Criminal Responsi- 
bility— What the Bank’s Claim Against 
Stockholders Is Worth. 


Receiver Lon V. Stephens of the Fifth 
National Bank left the city this morning for 
Boonville, where he will spend Christmas. A 
Post: DISPATCH reporter saw him at the 
Southern Hotel before his departure and asked 
him to make a statement of the exact condl- 
tion of the affairs of the bank as developed 
by the examination he has been conducting 
for six weeks. Mr. Stephens’ views will not 
prove very cheerful Christmas reading for the 
bank’s depositors, 

There are a great many of the depositors, ’* 
said Mr. Stephens, who have an impression, 
which they get from the publications in the 
newspapers, that depositors’ claims ought to 
be worth 100 cents on the dollar. I have en- 
deavored to look on the bright side of things 
since I have been in charge of the bank, with 
a view to cheering up the claimants, but not 
with a view to deceiving them. Since there 
seems to be in some minds a misapprehension 
of the situation, it would be better perhaps to 
make a plain statement of the condition of 
affairs. So far I have collected in cash 
$300,000. This amount is to my credit 


at the Sub-Treasury. Some people might think 
this was doing well aud it was. I have saved 
a number of debts which, at the time of the 
bank’s failure, were looked upon as bad. Of 
the paper collected, $200 ,000 worth was classed 
as good * I can see in the next three 
months $3 000 more to be collected and $600, - 
000 is what we can figure on at the end of that 
time. Asa matter of course, all the paper 
that ie well secured will have been taken up 
by that time, as all bankable paper bas 
only thirty, sixty or ninety days to run. B 
ag bo 1 all’ that we will have to figure on will 

be $600 ,000 worth ot bad paper —the paper that 
broke the bank.’ 

THE VALUE OF CLAIM 

„At this rate what are — claims 
worth?’’ 

A good many banks have been over this 
bad paper and the depositors’ committee went 
over it and none of them put a reasonable 
figure on it. In examining the paper Mr. 
Daenzer estimated the value of deposits at 60 
to 65 cents. Mr. Burr of the St. Louis National 
Bank looked over the aper and he 
thinks it will be up-hill work after 
Mareh 1. Mr. Parsons, who was sbown 
the paper by Orecelius before the bank failed, 
thinks 65 cents would be a fair estimate of the 
value of the claims, and I understand Mr. 
Thomson of the Boatmen’s Bank places no 
value on what is classed as *bad’ paper. My 
ideas coincide with theirs.“ 

„Jou think then that 63 cents on the dollar 
is about the value of deposits?’’ 

That is the way it looks now.

‘‘Thave crowded collections so as to have 
— early dividend, but with the suit now pend- 

ing or about to be brought to settle the status 
of subscribers to the new stock, I do not see 
how it can be paid. If that question was 
settled we would know where we stood, but it 
is not settled, and I have no doubt before the 
controversy is concluded that it will have been 
carried to the highest court in the land. Iam

DISSECTING A “TRUST.” 

The readers of yesterday’s Post-D1s- 
PATCH now know all the intricate details 
of that hitherto mysterious thing, the 
constitution of a trust, and can easily 
determine for themselves what a 
„ trust“ is. 

It is nothing more nor less than a regu- 
larly articled partnership of stockholders 
in different corporations to transact a 
certain business upona certain capital. 
The capital is the amount of specified cor- 
poration stocks and bonds put into the 
business by the several partners, 
and the business is the joint con- 
trol of the several corporations 
whose stocks and bonds constitute the 
capital. The partners thus united for the 
joint control and pooling of the earnings 
of the several corporations constitute, 
in eachof them, an imperium in imperio, 
bound by mutual interest and agreement 
to manage the affairs of each corporation 
so that the ‘‘tryst’’ partnership will 
virtually exercise allthe corporate pow- 
ers of each corporation, without being 
itself incorporated, and thus do irrespon- 
sibly for either of the corporations what 
neither can do for itself without violating 
its charter and forfeiting its franchises. 

Having signed this partnership agree- 


ment to control the corporate powers and 


capital of several corporations for their 
own benefit and to divide the profits of 
the business in proportion to the capital 
put in by each subscriber to the agree- 
ment, they seek, without having the 
trust“ incorporated, to make it equiva- 
lent to a corporation of limited. liability 
by inserting in the agreement a proviso 
that it shall not be deemed a partnership 
and that its members shall be liable 
only as shareholders ina corporation and 
notas partners. This proviso is a worth- 
less waste of words. N 

The agreement is on its face an attempt 
to conceal under an alias a fraudulent 
exercise of corporation powers with 
evasion of corporate responsibilities and 
violation of franchise terms. It is such 
an agreement as any court would pro- 
nounce immoral and against public policy. 
But whether a corporation can be made 
amenable for the outside acts and co- 
operatiye engagements of its officers or 
stockholders, or whether they can be 
restrained from forming a private com- 
bination to usurp the powers and consoli- 
date the control of several corporations, 
in derogation of publicrights and inter- 
ests, are questions yet to be decided by 
the courts. Most probably the adeuate 
remedy is yet to be provided by appro- 
priate legislation.

SENATOR JOHN SHERMAN PULLS OUT OF 
THE PRESIDENTIAL RACE. 


„ 


Ohio’s Favorite Son Not Desirous of En- 
countering Certain Defeat in the Na- 
tional Republican Convention—Blaine’s 
Friends Anxious to Keep the Matter 
Quiet—The Pacific Commission’s Report 
—Washington Gossip. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraron. 

Wasuhineton, D. O., December 2%,—It is 
whispered among well-informed Republicans 
that Senator John Sherman has pulled out of 
the presidential race. The story as told is to 
the effect that Senator Sherman, while at 
Justice Field's dinner, which was given early 
last week, unbosomed himself to his table 
companions. They in turn let their intimate 
friends know what the Ohio Senator had said, 
and thus his intentions gradually leaked into 
a wider circle. Senator Sherman is quoted as 
saying that the political situation in his own 
party had become so clearly defined that he 
saw it was inevitable that Mr. Blaine would be 
renominated. With full recognition of the 
handwriting on the wall he bad determined 
not to allow his name to go be- 
fore the convention as a candidate. 
When the matter was further discussed Sena- 
tor Sherman declared that he was not sore or 
disappointed in his ambitions, since he had 
regarded the year 1684 as really his last chance 
to attain the Presidency and had settled down 
into contentment with his place in the Senate, 
where he felt that his six years’ service, yet to 
be rendered, would about round out his pub- 
lic career. There is corroborative evidence 
that Senator Sherman has given up chasing 
the phantom ofthe Presidency in the growing 
activity among the friends of Gov. Foraker to 
secure him a place on the ticket with Mr. 
Blaine. As long as Sherman was in the fleid 
for first place, the Foraker following was kept 
in restraint, the Governor appreciating the 
fact that as the younger man he could 
only secure what he desired by play- 
ing a waiting game. An open candidacy 
on his part would have ruptured his 
relations with Senator Sherman and divided 
the solidity of the Ohio organization with the 
result of leaving both meninthecold. Gov. 
Foraker is said to have received private in- 
formation of Sherman’s intentions soon after 
President Oleveland issued his message and 
Mr. Blaine replied to it. Thefriends of Mr. 
Blaine have been endeavoring to keep back 
the information of Sherman’s purpose. They 
do not want him to withdraw at present, be- 
cause to do so isto give an opportunity for 
the anti-Blaine sentiment in the party to crys- 
tallize on some other man. The antagonism 
ofthe Cornell, Conkling, Platt and Arthur 
factionsin New York to Sherman has made it 
practically impossible for him to become the 
recipient of the united anti-Blaine force. 
Some other man might prove stronger, and 
hence the Blaine men, being advised of his 
purpose to withdraw, are said to be using 
their influence to induce him to keep his name 
at least in the race until about convention 
time. 

THE PACIFIC COMMISSION REPORT. 

The long expected report of the Pacific Rall - 
road Commission was not presented to Con- 
gress yesterday und consequently will not 
reach either the House or Senate until after 
the 4th of Jannary. The President has been 
very busy of late with the routine of the ex- 
ecutivé office, and bas occupied himself with 
appointments and other affairs in the nature 
of current business. With regard to any pos- 
sible premature publication of the report, 
Col. Lamont said to the POST*DISPATOH cor- 
respondent last evening. ‘‘The only eopy of 
this report lknow of is in the hands of the 
President, and thatI have not seen. I under- 
stand that some time ago the Commissioners 
prepared an abstract which was placed in the 
hands of the press association to be held 
and regarded as confidential untll the report 
should be transmitted to Congress by the 
President. This was done without the 
knowledge of the President. I learn that these 


associations have furnished copies to their 
agents in different parts of the country. The 
report will not be made public by the President 
until it js transmitted to Congress.’’ 

The Commissionets—Ex-Goy. Pattison and 
Messrs. Anderson and Littler—left for their 
homes shortiy after the expiration of their 
terms of office. Under the lawauthorizing the 
appointment of the Commission its functions 
ceased on the 7th inst., when the report was 
transmitted to the President. 

O COMMITTEE ANNOUNCEMENT.

The Actor Slugs Broker Vyse for Insul 

a Lady. 
NEw YORK, December 2%.—There was a 
lively scene in an up-town restaurant last 
evening, in which Maurice Barrymore, the 
actor, figured prominently. He sat at one of 
the tables with a lady and her husband. The 
lady suddenly exclaimed; ‘‘I can stand this 
no more; that cad has insulted me!’’

CHICAGO'S GOT IT, 


A Natural Gas Well Found in Lake 


Michigan. 


Cutcaaco, l., December 2.—Natural gas 
was found here yesterday. The Cooke Brew- 
ing Company's plant is situated at Twenty- 
seventh street and Johnson avenue. While 
using city water in the manufacture of beer, 
the company bas a water- works system of its 
own, which supplies what is necessary for 
steam, washing, ete. To accomplish this a 
pipe extends from the brewery under the 


Illinois tracks and forty feet out into the lake. 
The pump used is a new one, he 
engineer yesterday noticed that it 
seemed to be umpin wind. 
Thinking there was a leak in the lake pipe it 
was brought to the surface but was 5 
sound. here was mud on the strainer an 
this was thought strange, as it was supposed 
the bottom of the lake was sandy. Again the 
pump was started, but it failed to bring up 
water. Then an examination of the pump was 
made and when one of the valves was re- 
moved a slight explosion took place. The 
engineer brouzht a lighted’ candle in, the bet- 
ter to examine the pump, when as the fame 
approached the valve a pillar of fame burst 
forth, burned for a few moments and then 
went out. 

A one and one-half inch pipe was inserted in 
the fivé-inch one, and a three-quarter-inch 
Spebing made in the end of the smaller pipe, 
From this for over twenty-fouf hours a n- 
inch fame ot gas has en burning and ex- 
perts declare it to be natural gas.

her marriage her husband confessed that he 
had been before married, and in her oom 
plaint she states that the woman Mr. Denni- 
son first married, and from whom he has never 
been divorced, is named Ware and that his 
marriage to her took place in Wilkesbarre, 
Pa From the first Mra Dennison became a 
favorite in Baltimore society. She spoke 
English with what was called a ‘‘picturesque 
accent,’’ and added to this most gracious 
manners and the attractiveness of a fine figure 
and fresh blonde beauty. 
THE WEDNESDAY CLUB, 
an amateur theatrical organization which gen- 
erally held its meetings on Thursday eveninys, 
and which was most popular and fashionable, 
was then at the zenith of its career. Mrs. Den- 
nison was elected to it and soon afterwards 
appeared in a play. She scoredan instant 
success, and thereafter was billed in almost 
every play the club produced, while her acting 
became the talk ofthecity. Mr. Dennison—a 
slight, somewhat meex-looking man—ap- 
peared devoted to his popular wife and proud 
of her success. Meanwhile two children, both 
giris, were born to the young couple, and 
peace and prosperity, from all appearances, 
rested on their dwelling. r. Den- 
nisen’s income was not a large 
one and was never rated over $5,000 a 
year, which, however. in Baltimore society, 
represents at lexnst twice that amount in New 
York. About four years ago there began to be 
rumors that all was not well in the Dennison 
household, that Mr. Dennison’s income had 
fallen off materially, and that Mrs. Dennison 
had determined to go upon the stage. That 
these rumors were well founded was proved 
by hersudden departure from Baltimore in 
the autumn of 1884, and joini the Madison 
Square Theater Company of this oity. 
first appearance here was in Mrs. 
Harrison's ‘‘Russian Honeymoon.“ She 
roduced a favorable impression and her 
ormer position in Baltimore gained her 
an entree to many fashionable house- 
holds here. She did not play to any extent 
last year, and was in great demand at 
fashionabie entertainments and amate 
theatrical productions patronized by the lead - 
ing set in New York society. Her most popu- 
lar entertainment was a monologue in which 
she played the role ofa timid maiden obliged 
to pass the night in 4 strange hotel, where she 
fancies she detects a robber under the bed. 
This she rendered with much spirit and grace, 
and it was always uproariously applauded. 
She w to bea welcome — at many prom- 
nent society women’s houses and no word 
had ever been raised against her personal 
reputation. When she first began to 
appear at these fashionable entertainments 
and to be seen in well known drawing - rooms, 
some mild curiosity was evinced as to hef an- 
tecedeuts, but her Baltimore reputation fore- 
stalled any particular inquiry. The general 
verdict has been that she was a charmin 
cultivated woman whose husband had been 
unfortunate and who had — upon the stage 
from necessity. It was known in theatrical 
circles that Mr. Dennison had played several 
small parts also at the Madison Square. He 
never accompanied his wife in society and is 
not known to many of her friends, The news 
of this divorce suit, therefore, comes as a de- 
cided surprise.

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THE PIRATES OF THE CHESAPEAKE BAY 
IGNOMINIOUSLY ROUTED. 


Commodore Plowman and the State Naval 
Fleet Swoop Down on the Beld Oyster- 
Stealers—A Volley scatters the Pirates— 
The Stermer Hamilton Gives Chase and 
Captures a Schooner. 


of the Chesapeake Bay made things lively for 
the State Navy again Wednesday night. A 
fleet of schooners and pungies returned to the 
scene of Monday's skirmish ready fora fight, 
but they. were ignominiously routed and one 
of their vessels was seized as a prize and is 
now in Annapolis harbor. When the officers 
of tho steamer Gov. Hamilton reported having 
been fired upon, Commodore J. H. Plowman 
determined to take immediate steps to sup- 
press the lawless oystermen. The Gov. Ham- 
iiton is built on the model of a gentieman’s 
private yacht, but there are two other steam- 
ers in the ‘‘Navy’’ which are fitted out as 
fighters. These are the Gov. Thomas and 
the Gov. McLane, sister ships of seventy-two 
tons each, which are exceedingly staunch and 
able to plough the water atthe rate of four - 
teen knots an hour. Just before dusk 
Wednesday evening, the Gov. Hamilton 
dropped anchor abouta mile off Swan Point, 
the mouth of Chester River, and the seene of 
Monday night’s attack. The moon was out, 
but it’s rays were continually obscured by 
heavy clouds. A fleet of the pirate vessels 
rode atanchor ata distance of a half mile. 
Shortly after darkness had settled over the 
bay, the Thomas glided noiselessly past the 
Hamilton and took up her position in the 
shelter of the mouth of Ohester River. She 
carried no lights and her approach had not 
been observed by the oystermen. It was be- 
Heved that the Hamilton would be again 
attacked and then the Thomas was to swoop 
down on her her unsuspecting assailants. 
Commodore Plowman was aboard the 
Thomas, which carries a crew of twelve men 
armed with Winchester rifles (repeating). The 
Ramilton was also well equipped. Every- 
thing was quiet on the water till nearly mid- 
night. Then the lookout aboard the Hamilton 
heard the clanking of anchor chains in the vi- 
cinity of the oystermen, and a few minutes 
later the red and green lights of the fleet be- 
gan to draw near. All hands immediately 
piped up and orders were hastily given. The 
little steamer weighed anchor and her whistle 
blew two shrill blasts that were responded to 
by her consort. She headed straight for the 
Approaching lights and they separated. 
Capt. Turner singled out one of them 
and started in pursuit. There was 8 
strong breeze biowing and the fying

Lonpon, December 23.—The imprisonment 
ot Father Ryan, the first priest arrested under 
the crimes act, must convince those who seek 
to represent that the Duke of Norfolk’s mission 
to Rome is a political one to secure the Pope’s 
help for Salisbury’s government of Ireland, 
that their theories are incorrect. It is officially 
announced that Norfolk’s mission was merely 
to congratulate the Pope on the occasion of 
his jubilee, an affair of more than ordinary 
splendor. Anybeay conversant with the his- 
tory of the relations of the Catholic Church to 
Parnellism can hardly suppose otherwise. 
Not long since the church was openly hostile 
to the movement. The late Archbishop of 
Dublin bitterly opposed Parnell, but the fact 
is the church is compelled to follow the over- 
whelming opinions of the Irish people, or lose 
much of its influence as the religion of 
the country. As Dillon said recently, 
Irishmen, while submitting to the Pope in 
spiritual matters, would as soon think of con- 
suiting the Sultan of Turkey respecting their 
politics. It is utterly incredible, even if Salis- 
bury was foolish enough to think he eould in- 
duce the Pope to destroy his own influence in 
Ireland, to begin by putting one of his priests 
iu prison. Moreover, there are plenty of 
Catholics among prominent politicians on the 
Tory side, the proportion to Protestants being 
larger among the privileged classes than the 
people generally. A better man than Norfolk 
for a diplomatic mission could readily be 
secured. Norfolk has never earned distinction 
of any kind save that of inheriting a great 
historic name. 

BLOODY BALFOUR. 

The opponents of ‘‘Bloody Balfour,’’ as 
ardent Irishmen love to call him, are jubilant 
over his apology to Patty Barrett. It now 
appears the retraction was only sent to the 
Times after he had reserved the lawyers’ let- 
ter om rather the lawyers’ telegram from the 
Mansion House, Dublin. The piquancy of 
the thing is this: Balfour, while making an 
unfounded charge, abused Gladstone for say- 
ing he would only apologize for slanders. 
He referred to Col. Dopping, agent of Capt. 
Hill Giveedore, who, Gladstone said, pointed 
a loaded gun ata boy at the evictions on Hill’s 
estate. Dopping retorted that the gun was 
unloaded. Gladstone said he did not mean to 
say it was loaded. Gladstone’s informant was 
Prof. Stuart, who merely stated that he had 
heard it from somebody present. Whether 
the gun was loaded was immaterial; admit- 
tedly he pointed it at the lad to terrify him. 
Dopping is well known as one of the harshest 
agents in Ireland. He earned everlasting ha- 
trod as agent of Lord Leitrim, perhaps the 
worst landlord who ever cursed Ire- 
land, and who was murdered a few 
yearsago. Balfour, after saying this about 
Gladstone, alleged that Farmer Patrick Bar- 
rett was properly arrested and convicted. It 
appears the charge against Barrett was dis- 
missed without the defense being even called 
for. Friends of Balfour urged that his apology 
was made spontaneously in a chivalrous feel- 
ing, but this is now disproved beyond ques- 
mon.
